treaty between the United States

Ethiopia all the advantages which 
they shall accord to the most fa 
cored power In regard to customs 
duties, imposts and Jurisdiction.” 
Now the practical effect of the

Each gladiolus grow’er 
should not only disinfect his own 
bulbs hut should try to get all bls 
neighbors to do th** same. 
As soon as the plants are Just 
a few inches high keep a watch 
out for thrip

small black Insect about one-six­ 
teenth of an inch long and about 
the size of a pencil mark. At the 
first sign of them begin to spray I

Will Be Improved 


Bialis arc on foot for extensive 
improvements to 
Pantoga 
Park. 
on tho southeastern shore of Chi- 
caugon Lake In Iron county. This 
park is well known to the resort­ 
ing public as an Indian monument 
of unusual and striking charac­ 
ter. 
It 
is proposed 
to 
purchase 
about IOO additional acres in the 
vicinity from Mrs. D. M. Ross of 
Crystal Falls, and to increase the 
present size of the park approxi­ 
mately ten times. 
The area was 
once the site of the largest village 
of the Chlcaugon Indians, asub- 
trihe of the OJihway nation. 
A five-year improvement and 
development 
program 
has been 
tentatively adopted, which 
will 
amplify the present fine bathing 
beach, provide a 
new 
change 
house, diving raft and other con­ 
veniences. landscape and grounds 
and erect adequate shelters. 
If 
the plans fully materialize, the 
park area will extend 
to 
the 
shore of Indian lake noarby and 
a bout dock will be constructed at 
the latter point 
Tho ancient Indian cemetery In 
Pentogu Park 
Is 
probably 
the 
finest example of th e kind in the 
north country. 
It has boon care­ 
fully protected by Iron 
county 
authorities, and tho rows of min­ 
iature houses under which th red 
men and 
their 
families 
sleep 
speak more eloquently than words 
of the old Indian customs and be­ 
liefs. 
A short distance away, on the 
Uhlcaugon i^ike shore Is the site 
of the main Indian village. From 
this center, trails still visible and 
now marked led In all directions 
to other Indian communities and 
waterways. 
Peutoga 
Park 
has 
ben named in honor of the wife 
of an Indian chief, and the Indian 
theme and atm osphere will be re­ 
tained iii the enlarged park to the 
greatest possible extent.

spruce budworm makes its 
severest attack on

Scotch 
pine, with the jack, Norway and 
white pines following in order of 
susceptibility. 
The greatest o u t ­ 
break of the pest at present is lu 
the Marquette National 
Forest. 
;Contrary to popular opinion, se­ 
vere local outbreaks are not due 
to Invading armies of the worms 
from outside, but to more or less 
.sudden natural increases in the 
worm population of 
the 
local 
area, says Professor Graham. 
Keeping the spruce 
budworm 
down to relatively harmless num­ 
bers in tho late spring and early 
summer. 
After hibernating until 
late in May, the worms come out 
and begin to seek the staminate 
flowers of the pine, the pollen in 
the latter being 
their 
favorite 
food. 
Control measures consist of log­ 
ging out th e large crowned, ma­ 
ture trees, since these have tile 
largest num ber of staminate flow­ 
ers. 
Also, plantings 
should 
be 
rather thick and timed so that a 
given plot will have trees of the 
same general age and size, since 
trees growing up together do not 
grow large crowns. 
T h e 
'‘psychology’’

measures Is to keep at a minimum 
the production of staminate, pol­ 
len-bearing flowers, thus reducing 
the most important early season 
food of the worms. 
Such tactics 
will not eliminate the worm, hut

Control by poison 
would not only be costly, but in­ 
effective. because the worm win­ 
ters beneath the bark and In s u m ­ 
mer protects Itself with a light 
silk web as it travels and eats.

Moley is always running in and out with­ 
out being seen. 
Moley worked for weeks

When President Roosevelt first return­ 
ed to Hyde Park village as President of 
the United States, a throng of about tw e n ­ 
ty persons gathered at the station to greet 
him. 
The other day. the welcoming crowd 
consisted of the station master, two rail­ 
road employes and a telegraph boy. 
On the previous trip, a new newsman 
observed the absence of cheering crowds 
and wrote a big story about It for his 
New York newspaper. 
He suggested indelicately that this is
